PREFACE 


At the time that I was appointed in July, 1941, to take over the 
courses in American Catholic history of the late Monsignor Peter Guilday, 
I was granted a year’s leave of absence to familiarize myself with this 
new field. I spent a good portion of that year at Harvard University 
where I set about compiling a bibliography for my personal use and 
the use of my future students. After it had circulated in mimeographed 
form for several years a publisher who had come on a copy of the 
work suggested in 1946 that it be put in print. The result was A Select 
Bibliography of the History of the Catholic Church in the United States 
(New York, 1947). While that work served to acquaint students and 
other interested persons with the extant literature on American Catholi- 
cism, it had several basic defects which could not be eliminated except 
by a radical revision. One of these defects was including the titles of 
books in general American history in the mistaken notion that it might 
facilitate their use as background material for the Catholic history of 
the nation. Actually, there was no such need, for there were numerous 
bibliographies covering every phase of American history, and since 
that time the Harvard Guide to American History (Cambridge, 1954) 
has provided an amplitude of titles on every aspect of the nation’s past 
and thus serves adequately for the background necessary to a proper 
understanding of American Catholic history. It has been thought proper, 
therefore, in the present work to eliminate all items that are not directly 
related to the field of the Catholic history of the United States. 

The general divisions of material will, I think, be self-explanatory, and 
as an additional aid to those who will use this volume several sub- 
divisions have been provided with further introductory notes concerning 
the nature and limitations of the items listed under the respective head- 
ings. The divisions in themselves reveal both the strength and weakness 
of the present literature on American Catholicism. For example, there 
is a relative scarcity of scholarly histories of dioceses and_ parishes, 
whereas the number and quality of the items in the category of biog- 
raphies is correspondingly high. Again there are certain pitfalls that 
await the student who is in search of histories of religious communities 
and of books in the history of American Catholic education, and these 
have been indicated in the introductory notes. In the division entitled 
“Special Studies,” it will be found that works on Nativism in its anti- 
Catholic phases are fairly numerous and substantial, while those on 
Catholic colonization, journalism, and the numerous national groups 
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that have gone to make up the American Catholic community are rather 
few, and some of these are not of a scientific character. In other words, 
it is hoped that the GumeE may serve to emphasize in the minds of 
those who use it the need for further research and writing in certain 
areas as well as to afford them an introduction to what has already 
been published. 

In the compilation of this work, as was true of the volume, Documents 
of American Catholic History (Milwaukee, 1956), I have above all 
become indebted to the students in my seminar who during the past 
few years have given me a great deal of assistance in tracking down 
books and in working up critical comments on them. I am happy to 
acknowledge my gratitude, therefore, to the Reverends George J. Bryan, 
C.SS.R., Carl D. Hinrichsen, Oscar H. Lipscomb, Francis G. McMana- 
min, S.J., Claude Seeberger, O.S.B., and Fintan Warren, O.F.M., who 
as members of the seminar were exceedingly helpful at all times. I am 
likewise under obligation to the Reverend Robert F. McNamara, professor 
of church history in St. Bernard’s Seminary, for taking the time, when 
he could ill afford to do so, to go over the entire manuscript and to 
offer many excellent suggestions and criticisms. For a similar service 
I wish to thank Mr. Eugene P. Willging, director of libraries of the 
Catholic University of America. And my good friend, the Very Reverend 
Louis A. Arand, S.S., of the Catholic University of America went quite 
beyond the call of duty as ecclesiastical censor in kindly calling to my 
attention a number of inaccuracies and obscure points. The manuscript 
was also read in part, especially the section entitled “Manuscript Deposi- 
tories,” by the following to whom I am grateful for their suggestions 
and corrections: the Reverends Colman J. Barry, O.S.B., of St. John’s 
University, Collegeville; Francis X. Curran, S.J., of Loyola Seminary, 
Shrub Oak; William L. Davis, S.J., of Gonzaga University; Joseph A.

Washington: Academy of American Franciscan His- 
tory. 1957. A calendar ranging from the oldest extant mission 
manuscript to papers dated at the start of this century.

Although 
now largely superseded by more recent works such as that of 
Geiger (No. 14), this discussion of sources (pp. xxi-xlvi) by one 
of the pioneer Franciscan historians of California still has value. 


English, Adrian T., O.P. “The Historiography of American Catholic 
History (1785-1884),” Catholic Historical Review, XI (January, 
1926), 561-597. A master’s thesis confined to a description and 
critical analysis of works that treated the American Church as a 
whole, e.g., the early major reports of bishops to the Congregation 
de Propaganda Fide such as those of Carroll (1785) and Flaget 
(1815), and early histories of the Church in the United States, 
e.g., McGee (1855), Decourcy-Shea (1856), etc. Same ground 
covered in less detail in Chapter I of Cadden (No. 4). 


Fish, Carl Russell. Guide to the Materials for American History in 
Roman and Other Italian Archives. Washington: Carnegie In- 
stitution of Washington. 1911. In the absence of published guides 
to the various archives of the Holy See, this old volume has worth 
by way of indicating the general location of the chief manuscript 
sources pertaining to American Catholicism. 


Garraghan, Gilbert J., S.J. A Guide to Historical Method. Edited 
by Jean Delanglez, S.J. New York: Fordham University Press. 
1946. More up to date than Bernheim or Feder; has added feature 
of some illustrative materials drawn from the history of the 
Catholic Church and from English and American history. 
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14. Geiger, Maynard J., O.F.M. Calendar of Manuscripts in the Santa 
Barbara Mission Archives. Washington: Academy of American 
Franciscan History. 1947. A carefully compiled calendar to one 
of the most important depositories of manuscript material for 
early Catholicism in California. 


15. Gorman, Robert. Catholic Apologetical Literature in the United 
States, 1784-1858. Washington: Catholic University of America 
Press. 1939. A Ph.D. thesis that describes the principal publica- 
tions written in defense of Catholicism during the period covered; 
good for indicating one phase of Catholic reaction to the 
Nativists and Know-Nothings. 


16. Guilday, Peter. “Catholic Lay Writers of American Catholic History,” 
Catholic Historical Review, XXIII (April, 1927), 52-62. A useful 
list of names and titles, but comments often lacking in critical 


approach. 


17. —-— “Guide to the Biographical Sources of the American Hier- 
archy,” Catholic Historical Review, V (April, 1919)-VI (January, 
1921), 120-128; 290-296; 128-182; 267-271; 548-552. A series of 
references to printed materials on the lives of individual bishops, 
accumulated with a view to facilitating a dictionary of the Ameri- 
can hierarchy.

Alemany (1814-1888), first Archbishop of San Francisco, to Henry 
Northrop (1842-1916), fourth Bishop of Charleston, but was then 
discontinued.

Lucey, William L., S.J. “Catholic Magazines, 1865-1880,” Records 
of the American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia, LXIII 
(March, 1952), 21-36. In this and successive issues (LXIII [June, 
1952], 85-109; [September, 1952], 183-156; [December, 1952], 
197-223) the librarian of the College of the Holy Cross has 
assembled a convenient check list of the most important Catholic 
magazines and periodicals for the period from 1865 to 1900. 


O’Connor, Thomas F. “The Church in Mid-America. A Selective 
Bibliography,” Historical Bulletin, XIII (January, 1935), 30-32; 
(April, 1935), 51-52; (May, 1935), 74-76; XIV (November, 1935), 
11-138. A classified list with some critical comment; not intended 
to be exhaustive but rather to serve as an introduction to the 
history of the Church in the region covered; “Mid-America” taken 
as the Bureau of the Census’ North Central States plus Kentucky 
and Tennessee.

The first German Catholic directory for the United 
States; other volumes appeared in later years under various edi- 
tors and publishers, e.g., W. Bonenkamp, J. Jessing, and J. B. 
Miiller, Schematismus der deutschsprechenden Priester, sowie der 
deutschen Katholiken-Gemeinden in den Vereinigten Staaten 
Nord-Amerika’s. St. Louis: Herder. 1882.

1940. Detroit: Walter Romig and Co. 1940 ff. The first of a series 
of volumes which gives an alphabetical list of books and pam- 
phlets written by Catholics in all fields, and in some instances bio- 
graphical data on authors, references to book reviews, etc. Cf.

The bibliography proper (pp. 1-291) is preceded 
by an essay (pp. vii-xxvii) on the principal writers of American 
history and is followed by an ample index (pp. 293-354). The 
value of this work would have been enhanced by a proper classi- 
fication of materials and by some critical comment; its principal 
merit is the collection of scattered magazine articles under the 
head of author, subject, or place.

II. MANUSCRIPT DEPOSITORIES 


The Catholic Church of the United States is at the present time 
(December, 1958) divided into the following jurisdictions: metropolitan 


_ sees (archdioceses), 25; the Archdiocese of Washington; suffragan sees, 


108; Eastern Rite dioceses, 3; military ordinariate, 1; vicariates apostolic 


_ 2; abbatia nullius, 1, making a total of 141 jurisdictions. In the chanceries 


of all these jurisdictions some manuscript material will be found, varying 
greatly in extent and value from diocese to diocese. Likewise the mother- 
houses of the religious orders and congregations, as well as the educa- 
tional institutions, often contain manuscripts beyond those relating to the 
particular religious community or institution. The following list is in- 
tended, therefore, to do no more than to indicate some of the more 
important depositories. In addition to these centers, attention should be 
called to the ecclesiastical archives of Quebec and Montreal for the 


colonial history of the French settlements in the later United States, 


and to those in Mexico and Spain for the colonial and early national 
periods in the American Southwest, Southeast, and California. Nor 
should the student overlook the leading depositories of the federal 
government, such as the Division of Manuscripts of the Library of Con- 
gress and the National Archives, and the numerous and large collections 


— of the many state historical societies. For two brief essays on the back-

37. Academy of American Franciscan History, 5401 W. Cedar Lane, 
Washington 14, D. C. A collection of original manuscripts re- 
lating to the California missions in the form of letters and orders 
of the viceroys, military officials, and religious; also a complete 
facsimile transcript of the Taylor Collection which contains the 
bulk of the private archives of the Spanish and Mexican governors 
of California. 


38. American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia, St. Charles 
Seminary, Philadelphia 31. The society's collections housed here 
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constitute one of the richest depositories for old Catholic news- 
papers to be found anywhere in the country, along with con- 
siderable manuscript material on a number of important American 


Catholic leaders. 


39. Baltimore, Archdiocese of. 408 N. Charles Street, Baltimore 1, Mary- 
land. The most important single manuscript depository in the 
country for the historian of American Catholicism. A card index 
available for the entire contents, and for the numerous papers of 
James Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop of Baltimore, 1877-1921, 
there is a calendar as well. Cf. John Tracy Ellis, “A Guide to 
the Baltimore Cathedral Archives,” Catholic Historical Review, 
XXXII (October, 1946), 341-360. 


40. Catholic University of America, Washington 17, D. C. Besides the 
institutional records of the university, including the personal 
papers of a number of nationally known professors, this depository 
is chiefly notable for microfilm copies of the papers of leading 
churchmen such as John Carroll (1735-1815), and Denis J. O’Con- 
nel (1849-1927), as well as extensive collections of American 
labor leaders from Terence V. Powderly (1849-1924) of the 
Knights of Labor to Philip Murray (1886-1952) of the CIO; 
closely related to these labor collections are the papers of 
priests prominent in the labor movement, such as John A. Ryan 
(1869-1945) and Francis J. Haas (1889-1953). 


4. Cincinnati, Archbishop of. Mount Saint Mary Seminary of the West, 
Norwood 12, Ohio. An extensive collection, especially for the late 
nineteenth century; the papers are chronologically arranged and 
admit of fairly ready use. 


42. Cleveland, Diocese of. Cathedral Square, Cleveland 14, Ohio. An 
important collection, particularly for the period of Richard Gil- 
mour, second Bishop of Cleveland, 1872-1891. 


43. Dominican House of Studies, 487 Michigan Avenue, N.E., Washing- 
ton 17, D. C. This collection, begun by Victor F. O’Daniel, O.P., 
is one of the largest to be found in the United States on the 
Order of Preachers. 


44, Georgetown University, Washington 7, D.C. Besides the records 
of this oldest Catholic institution of higher learning in the country, 
these archives contain manuscripts, transcripts, and some printed 
material. The John Gilmary Shea Collection, acquired by George- 
town at Shea’s death in 1892, consists of both manuscripts and 
transcripts relating to the missionary efforts and development 
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of the Catholic Church in the United States, as well as data on 
Indian dialects and alphabets. Many of the transcripts were made 
in Rome and Quebec, but due to faulty copying they need to be 
checked carefully. Other valuable items are the Bohemia Manor 
ledger; the White Marsh baptismal register; the diary of Brother 
Joseph Mobberly (1779-1827); a volume of the diary of John 
McElroy, S.J. (1782-1877); and the first parish register of Holy 
Trinity Church, Georgetown. For early printed materials at 
Georgetown cf. Parsons (No. 26). 


45. Gonzaga University, Spokane 2, Washington. The archives of the 
Jesuits’ Oregon Province are housed here; likewise valuable for 
the Catholic history of the Pacific Northwest and Alaska are a 
series of Jesuit diaries and correspondence on the Indian missions 
and treaties; also an extensive microfilm collection of correspond- 
ence relating to the missions of the Northwest and of other mate- 
rials from European archives. 


46. Mount Saint Mary’s College, Emmitsburg, Maryland. Among the 
alumni of this institution — now beyond its sesquicentennial year 
— there was a proportionately high number of bishops, a fact 
which lends added significance to its institutional papers for the 
period up to about the middle of the nineteenth century. 


47. New York, Archdiocese of. St. Joseph's Seminary, Yonkers 4, New 
York. From the period of the second archbishop, John McCloskey, 
1864-1885, on to the present the collections here are both ex- 
tensive and of national significance. The correspondence is ar- 
ranged under the various administrations in chronological and 
alphabetical order. 


48. Notre Dame, University of. Notre Dame, Indiana. The number and 
quality of the manuscript collections housed here make Notre 
Dame second in importance to Baltimore as a research center 
for American Catholic history. Among them are the early papers 
of the Archdioceses of Cincinnati, Detroit, Indianapolis (Vin- 
cennes), and New Orleans, as well as the personal papers of a 
considerable number of leading Catholic laymen like Orestes 
Brownson (1803-1876), Henry Brownson (1835-1913), and James 
A. McMaster (1820-1886). There are likewise many occasional 
papers from diocesan and personal collections. There is a helpful 
card index, and a number of the collections have likewise been 
calendared; the microfilm collections include copies of American 
material from the mission societies of Paris, Lyons, Vienna, 


Munich, and Dublin. Cf. Thomas T. McAvoy, C.S.C., “Manuscript

49. Richmond, Diocese of. 807 Cathedral Place, Richmond 3, Virginia. 
The national prominence of Bishops Gibbons, Keane, and O’Con- 
nell in this see between 1872 and 1927 give to the Richmond 
collection a more than ordinary importance. The papers have a 
card index which facilitates their use. 


50. Rochester, Diocese of. St. Bernard’s Seminary, Rochester 12, New 
York. Chiefly of value for papers of Rochester's first bishop, 
Bernard J. McQuaid, 1868-1909; the collection is relatively small, 
but it is significant for national issues involving the Catholic 
Church in the late nineteenth and early twentieth centuries; also 
about 200 letters of Louis A. Lambert (1835-1910), an important 
journalist, controversialist, and writer who was for many years a 
priest of the Diocese of Rochester. 


51. St. John’s Abbey, Collegeville, Minnesota. The more than century- 
old records of this large Benedictine foundation reflect a good 
deal of the Catholic history of the upper Mississippi Valley; like- 
wise important for microfilm of over 3000 letters of Abbot 
Bernard Smith (c. 1817-1892) relating to the American Church 
for the years 1842-1892 during part of which time Smith acted 
as agent for a number of American bishops at the Holy See. 
On the Smith Papers cf. Catholic Historical Review, XXXVII 
(April, 1951), 53-55. Likewise available here are microfilm 
copies of the letters of Archabbot Boniface Wimmer from the 
archives of the Abbey of Metten; letters from missionaries in the 
upper Middle West to the Ludwigmissionsverein of Munich; and 
the papers of Joseph Buh, pioneer Slovenian missionary to the 
Minnesota Indians. 


52. St. Louis University, St. Louis 8, Missouri. The archives of the 
Missouri Province of the Jesuits contain valuable material for 
the Church in the Mississippi Valley and in the West, including 
the personal papers of prominent missionaries like Arnold Damen, 
Pierre De Smet, Ferdinand Helias, Walter Hill, Francis Kuppens, 
etc. Also important here are the microfilm copies of Jesuit docu- 
ments from Rome, Spain, Mexico, and Germany with chief in- 
terest for historians of the American Church centering in those 
from the Archivum Romanum Societatis Jesu which contain ma- 
terials on the missions of the English colonies in America as well 
as those of Spain and France. There is some material as well on 
the restored Jesuits in the United States from c. 1814 down to c. © 
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1850; in all there are 185 rolls. Cf. John Francis Bannon, S.J, 
“The Saint Louis University Collection of Jesuitica Americana,” 
Hispanic American Historical Review, XXXVII (February, 1957), 
82-88. 


53. St. Mary’s Seminary, Roland Park, Baltimore 10, Maryland. The 
American Sulpician records date from soon after the arrival of 
their first members from France in 1791 and are of particular 
value by reason of the national character of their Baltimore 
seminary. 


54. St. Paul, Archdiocese of. 244 Dayton Avenue, St. Paul 2, Minnesota. 
The primary importance of these archives derives from the papers 
of John Ireland who during his years as coadjutor and ordinary 
of the see, 1875-1918, was involved in virtually every national 
problem and movement that related to the Church in the United 
States. 


55. St. Vincent Archabbey, Latrobe, Pennsylvania. These archives con- 
tain the records of the oldest Benedictine foundation in the United 
States, dating from 1846, as well as records and reports relating 
to the other Benedictine houses of the American Cassinese Con- 
gregation. The files of Archabbot Boniface Wimmer (1809-1887), 
the letters of King Ludwig I of Bavaria, etc., are of real im- 
portance for the history of many German Catholic settlements 
in this country. Although the correspondence is generally arranged 
in either an alphabetical or chronological order, there is no over- 
all index or catalogue to the collections. 


56. San Francisco, University of. San Francisco 17, California. The manu- 
scripts here contain the nucleus of a collection centered around 
Catholicism in California in the nineteenth century, including 
transcripts of materials from various European archives which are 
now in the process of being catalogued. 


57. Santa Barbara Mission, Santa Barbara, California. The chief center 
for manuscript material on the history of the Franciscans in 
California. Cf. Geiger (No. 14). 


58. Texas, Catholic Archives of. Bishop’s House, Amarillo, Texas. A 
large collection of transcripts and photostats for the Catholic 
history of the Southwest in general, gathered for the colonial 
period from Spanish and Mexican archives and for the national 
period from Roman and French depositories. 


59. Woodstock College, Woodstock, Maryland. Besides the official rec- 
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ords of the institution which date from 1869 and contain corre- 
spondence of various members of the faculty, including many 
letters from the early Italian Jesuits who taught at Woodstock, 
these archives house the papers of the Jesuits’ Maryland Province 
from 1634 to c. 1865. Here and at Georgetown (No. 44) are 
gathered almost all the extant records of the original Maryland 
mission (1634-1773), of the ex-Jesuits in Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania (1773-1805), of the restored Society of Jesus in this country 
(1805-1833), and of the Maryland Province from 1833 to approxi- 
mately the Civil War, including as well Jesuit activities in New 
England in the early nineteenth century and in Missouri up to 
1831. The documents may be divided into four categories: (a) 
records of the mission superior or later provincial’s office with 
correspondence, record books, etc.; (b) records of the agent of 
the Corporation of Roman Catholic Clergymen and of the pro- 
vincial procurator, e.g., financial papers, land holdings, deeds, 
etc.; (c) records of many of the smaller Jesuit houses, especially 
the missions in southern Maryland and in Pennsylvania; (d) 
diaries and correspondence of individual Jesuits, including chap- 
lains in the Mexican and Civil Wars. The most important single 
collection is the Carroll Papers which comprise c. 200 letters 
and sermons of John Carroll (1735-1815), first Archbishop of | 
Baltimore. | 
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III. GENERAL WORKS 


This section of the Guide is intended to cover not only those works 
which survey the entire history of the Catholic Church in this country, 
e.g., Maynard (No. 75) —or a single phase of that history carried 
through the period of organized Catholicism in the United States, e.g., 
Sargent (No. 83) — but also general collections of sources not related 
to any particular geographical area or religious community such as 
the Annales (No. 63). In other words, monographs dealing with a special 
period, place, or idea will be found under other subdivisions. 


62. Annalen der Glaubensverbreitung. Munich: Ludwig-Missionsverein. 
1848-1918. This publication, a continuation of the Annalen of 
the Abbey of Einsiedeln in Switzerland, 1832-1847, is an im- 
portant source for Catholicism among the German communities 
of the United States; a set of eighty-six volumes of the Annalen, 
containing about 3800 letters from this country, was presented to 
the Catholic University of America by the Ludwig-Missions- 
verein in 1932. 


63. Annales de [Association de la Propagation de la Foi. Paris: YOeuvre 
de la Propagation de la Foi. 1822 ff. Initially published in 1822 
in pamphlet form, this rich series of source materials soon grew 
to an annual volume of letters from missionaries all over the world 
containing valuable data for the church historian of the respec- 
tive countries; a series of prime importance for the historian of 
nineteenth-century American Catholicism. There was also an 
English edition:-of the Annales which began publication at Paris 
in 1838 and was later continued from London. For a further 
description cf. Hickey (No. 699), pp. 167-172. 


64. The Catholic Church in the United States of America. 3 vols. New 
York: Catholic Editing Company. 1912. A popular, co-operative 
work prepared as a souvenir of St. Pius X’s golden jubilee; numer- 
ous illustrations. 


65. The Catholic Encyclopedia. 16 vols. New York: Robert Appleton 
Company. 1907-1912. This work, although now badly out of 
date in many particulars, remains the greatest single monument 
to scholarship to appear under American Catholic auspices; two

New York: America Press. 1946. A brief survey of the develop- 
ment of churches, sects, and religious thought in the United 
States with special emphasis on Protestantism; sources mainly 
secondary. 


DeCourcy, Henry, and John Gilmary Shea. The Catholic Church 
in the United States. New York: Edward Dunigan & Brother. 
1856. Long since outdated, but of some interest as the product 
of a foreign Catholic observer of the mid-nineteenth century; 
appendix contains documents on the Bedini mission of 1853- 
1854. 


Ellis, John Tracy. American Catholicism. Chicago: University of 
Chicago Press. 1956. A survey of the Church’s development from 
Columbus to the present in four brief chapters; a bibliographical 
essay with critical comments and a table of important dates; 
awarded the John Gilmary Shea Prize of the American Catholic 
Historical Association in 1956. 


——— Documents of American Catholic History. Milwaukee: Bruce 
Publishing Co. 1956. A selection of 163 items of source material 
—or excerpts therefrom —running from 1493 to 1939; selections 
preceded by introductory notes. 


Guilday, Peter. National Pastorals of the American Hierarchy, 1792- 
1919. Washington: National Catholic Welfare Conference. 1923. 
A convenient collection of thirteen lengthy documents which pro- 
vide a commentary on the events and influences which have 
affected Catholic life in the United States; introductory notes 
offer adequate background.

Written for 
Europeans, this popular work offers nothing new to informed

O’Gorman, Thomas. A History of the Roman Catholic Church in 
the United States. New York. Charles Scribner’s Sons. 1907. For 
the most part a condensation of Shea (No. 85) up to 1866 and 
thereafter hardly more than an outline; now of little use; Volume 
IX of the American Church History Series. 


O'Neill, James M. Catholicism and American Freedom. New York: 
Harper & Bros. 1952. Written in reply to Paul Blanshard’s attacks 
on the Church; primarily a popular work, although supplied with 
notes, bibliography, and index; first eleven chapters summarize 
Catholic support of American freedom and certain Catholic teach- 
ings and practices that touch closely on public affairs. 


Ong, Walter J., S.J. Frontiers in American Catholicism. Essays on 
Ideology and Culture. New York: Macmillan Co. 1957. Six brief 
essays which attempt to reinterpret the American Catholic com- 
munity vis-d-vis the national ethos; contains fresh insights and 
challenging approaches, but likewise some questionable interpre- 
tations.

A statistical treatment of Catholic 
population trends in the United States to 1920; although not free 
from errors, it remains the best general treatment available on 
the subject. 


Shea, John Gilmary. The History of the Catholic Church in the 
United States. 4 vols. New York: John G. Shea. 1886-1892. Un- 
excelled as a general history down to 1866, although poorly ar- 
ranged and now out of date in view of later research. 


Shearer, Donald C., O.M.Cap. Pontifica Americana: A Documentary 
History of the Catholic Church in the United States, 1784-1884. 
Washington: Catholic University of America Press. 1933. A Ph.D. 
thesis giving the texts of 159 documents from the Holy See in 
original languages — with English summaries — from January 15, 
1783, to October 25, 1884. 


Shields, Currin V. Democracy and Catholicism in America. New 
York: McGraw-Hill Book Co. 1958. An able discussion by a 
non-Catholic scholar of the interrelationship of the principal 
tenets of Catholicism, democracy, and liberalism in the field of 
politics. 


Shuster, George N. The Catholic Spirit in America. New York: Dial 
Press. 1927. An essay in intellectual history that attempts an 
interpretation from the literary viewpoint. 
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89. Stokes, Anson Phelps. Church and State in the United States. 3 vols. 
New York: Harper & Bros. 1950. A monumental work by a canon 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church; admirably thorough in cov- 
erage and objective in tone.

| Hobart. Rome: Nardini Artistic Publishing Co. 1956. A volume 
| of eleven lengthy chapters — with forty pages of notes — that 
combines an odd mixture of enthusiasm for American Catholi- 
cism, uncritical judgments, reliance on dubious sources, irrelevant 
materials, and lack of form and organization; written by an Italian 
Carmelite “expressly” for his American friends (p. xxi).

IV. STUDIES IN DIOCESAN, SECTIONAL, 
AND PARISH HISTORY 


An effort has been made to group together here not only diocesan 
histories as such, but also printed sources and secondary works per- 
taining to given sections of the country. In some instances one overlaps 
the other, e.g., Baudier (No. 100) is both an account of Catholicism in 
the Archdiocese of New Orleans and throughout the State of Louisiana 
which embraces as well the Dioceses of Alexandria and Lafayette. The 
same is true of Lord-Sexton-Harrington (No. 159) which takes in the 
early history of the Church in all New England up to the time that 
the other dioceses were cut off from Boston. Although the list of these 
diocesan and sectional studies can make no claim to completeness, it 
represents a more generous sampling than is true of the parish histories. 


A. Diocesan and Sectional Studies: 


94. Adams, Eleanor B. Bishop Tamaron’s Visitation of New Mexico, 1760. 
Albuquerque: Historical Society of New Mexico. 1954. This 
brochure — a reprint from the New Mexico Historical Review — 
is a translation and critical edition of a detailed report of the 
Bishop of Durango on the Franciscan missions; preceded by an 
enlightening essay on the confused question of ecclesiastical juris- 
diction with appendices of other documents, including several on 
a previous visitation from Durango in 1730. 


95. Adams, Eleanor B., and Angelico Chavez, O.F.M. The Missions of 
New Mexico, 1776. A Description by Fray Francisco Atanasio 
Dominquez with Other Contemporary Documents. Albuquerque: 
University of New Mexico Press. 1956. This large and handsome 
volume contains the visitation reports of the Franciscan commis- 
sary visitor who was in the area from March, 1776, to May, 1777; 
also included are additional documents, drawings of twenty-six 
missions, three maps, and a full index; an excellent work by 
two experts in the mission history of New Mexico. 


96. Alerding, Herman J. A History of the Catholic Church in the Diocese 
of Vincennes. Indianapolis: Carlon & Hollenbeck Company, 1883. 
Although this popular compilation contains a good deal of mate- 
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rial, it is poorly organized and has many inaccuracies; now super- 
seded by McAvoy, McNamara, and Schroeder (Nos. 165, 168, 
191) for the years 1789-1877. 


97. —— The Diocese of Fort Wayne, 1857-September 22-1907. Fort 
Wayne: Archer Printing Company. 1907. A collection of varied 
content, including biographical sketches of bishops and priests, 
several topical essays, and chapters on the religious congregations 
and diocesan institutions by the fourth Bishop of Fort Wayne; 
indexed but lacking in critical approach and apparatus. 


98. Bagley, Clarence B. Early Catholic Missions in Old Oregon. 2 vols. 
Seattle: Lowman and Hanford Company. 1932. Volume I reprints 
a series of sketches from the Catholic Sentinel of Portland (Febru- 
ary 7-September 12, 1878) written by Francis Norbert Blanchet 
(1795-1883), first Archbishop of Oregon City, who was a par- 
ticipant in many of the events described; also an account of 
the celebrated murder of Dr. Marcus Whitman (1802-1847) by 
the Cayuse Indians written by Jean B. A. Brouillet (1813-1884), 
a Catholic missionary who reached the Oregon Country a few 
months before the massacre. Volume II contains a narrative of 
the early Catholic missions in Oregon compiled from reports to 
the Society for the Propagation of the Faith along with ten 
letters written by the Sisters of Notre Dame at St. Paul on the 
Willamette to their community in Belgium and dated poeen 
April, 1844, and July, 1846. 


99. Bailey, James Henry II. A History of the Diocese of Richmond. The 
Formative Years. Richmond: Chancery Office. 1956. Originally a 
Ph.D. thesis, this work carries the story down to 1872; its 
scientific value is lessened by a pietistic tone and a tendency to 
exaggerate, 


100. Baudier, Roger. The Catholic Church in Louisiana. New Orleans: 
Chancery Office. 1939. A vast amount of useful data has been 
assembled here by a nonprofessional with references to the sources 
employed, although the work is poorly organized and unattrac- 
tively produced. 


101. Bayard, Ralph, C.M. Lone-Star Vanguard. The Catholic Re-Occupa- 
tion of Texas, 1838-1848. St. Louis: Vincentian Press. 1945. A 
competent treatment of a critical decade done from archival 
sources; the narrative is built around the Vincentian missionaries, 
and especially John Timon, C.M. (1797-1867). 


102. Bayley, James Roosevelt. A Brief Sketch of the History of the Catho- 
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lic Church on the Island of New York. 2nd rev. ed. New York: 
Catholic Publication Society. 1870. This old work — originally 
published in 1853—is now of little value save for the later 
prominence of its convert author. 


103. Beckman, Peter, O.S.B. The Catholic Church on the Kansas Frontier, 
1850-1877. Washington: Catholic University of America Press. 
1943. One of a series of doctoral theses on the Church and the 
frontier; makes use of manuscript sources and is helpful for in- 
sights on the problems of personnel, equipment, and finance 
among these rural immigrant communities. 


104. Bennett, William Harper. Catholic Footsteps in Old New York. A 
Chronicle of Catholicity in the City of New York from 1524 to 
1808 New York: Schwartz, Kirwin, and Fauss. 1909. An out- 
dated popular treatment whose extensive quoting without refer- 
ence to the sources used leaves an unsatisfactory impression. 


105. Berger, John A. The Franciscan Missions of California. New York: 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 1941. A general work for the popular reader 
that depends on the standard scholarly treatments; beautifully 
illustrated. 


106. Bischoff, William N., S.J. The Jesuits in Old Oregon. Caldwell, 
Idaho: Caxton Printers, Ltd. 1945. The author describes this 
work as “a sketch of Jesuit activities in the Pacific Northwest,” 
embracing the area from South Dakota to the Pacific; carries the 
customary critical apparatus, although one reviewer took excep- 
tion to many statements and interpretations (Catholic Historical 
Review, XXXII [April, 1946], 76-78); an appendix (pp. 217- 
234) gives a series of helpful biographical sketches of forty 
Jesuits who worked on these missions. 


107. Blanchard, Charles. History of the Catholic Church in Indiana. 
2 vols. Logansport: A. W. Bowen & Company. 1898. A popular 
and co-operative work that contributes little that is new; now 
superseded for most of the period covered by more recent re- 
search, e.g., McAvoy, Schauinger, and Schroeder (Nos. 165, 388, 
191). 


108. Boyd, Mark F., Hales T. Smith, and John W. Griffin. Here They 
Once Stood. The Tragic End of the Apalachee Missions. Gaines- 
ville: University of Florida Press. 1951. An edition of forty-five 
documents from November 4, 1693, to April 16, 1704, from the 
Archives of the Indies with maps, charts, and illustrations; the

Bradley, Cyprian, O.S.B., and Edward J. Kelly. History of the 
Diocese of Boise, 1863-1953. Volume I. Boise: Chancery Office. 
1953. This volume by the present pastor of Buhl, Idaho, and the 
late Bishop of Boise gives a documented account with bibliog- 
raphy and index; clarifies a long-standing confusion over juris- 
dictional boundaries in the early and mid-nineteenth century. 


Byrne, William. History of the Catholic Church in the New England 
States. 2 vols. Boston: Hurd & Everts Company, 1899. A large 
co-operative work done on a diocesan basis; now superseded by 
Riley and Lord-Sexton-Harrington (Nos. 184, 159). 


Castafieda, Carlos E. Our Catholic Heritage in Texas. 6 vols. 
Austin: Von Boeckmann-Jones Company. 1936-1950. These vol- 
umes are a work of genuine scholarship; based upon a vast 
amount of unpublished sources and carrying the story from 
1519 to 1836. 


Cullen, Thomas F. The Catholic Church in Rhode Island. North 
Providence: Franciscan Missionaries of Mary. 1936. A popular 
compilation published to commemorate the 300th anniversary 
of the founding of the city of Providence. 


Curley, Michael J., C.SS.R. Church and State in the Spanish Flori- 
das, 1783-1822. Washington: Catholic University of America 
Press. 1940. This large Ph.D. thesis exploits a great amount of 
archival material and is noteworthy as a study of Church-State 
relations in an area of frequently conflicting national claims. 


Defouri, James H. Historical Sketch of the Catholic Church in New 
Mexico. San Francisco: McCormick Brothers. 1887. A brief popu- 
lar treatment by a missionary of the area. 


Delanglez, Jean, S.J. The French Jesuits in Lower Louisiana, 1700- 
1763. Washington: Catholic University of America Press. 1935. 
A Ph.D. thesis based in the main on unpublished sources, but 
somewhat marred by a polemical tone. 


Diamond Jubilee, 1847-1922, of the Diocese of Galveston and St. 
Mary's Cathedral. La Porte, Texas: [St. Mary’s Seminary]. 1922. 
A popular and illustrated booklet compiled by a number of au- 
thors with some correspondence included, but not of scientific 
value.

The history of the 
missions of the Oblates of Mary Immaculate along the border 
of Mexico and eastern Texas done largely from manuscripts in 
both European and American archives; maps, illustrations, and 
a classified bibliography. 


Duggan, Thomas C. The Catholic Church in Connecticut. New 
York: State History Company.

1908-1915. Although now superseded by more recent research 
in special aspects of early Franciscan California history, this work 
of a pioneer historian is still of value for the immense amount 
of data assembled; a second and revised edition of Volume I 
was published at the Old Mission, Santa Barbara, in 1929. 


Fecher, Vincent J., S.V.D. A study of the Movement for German 
National Parishes in Philadelphia and Baltimore, 1787-1802. 
Romae: Apud Aedes Universitatis Gregorianae. 1955. A thesis for 
the doctorate in church history that draws heavily on manu- 
script sources in the archives of the Congregation de Propaganda 
Fide; good for the problem of nationalism and its relation to 
lay trusteeism in the early American Church. 


Fink, Leo Gregory. Old Jesuit Trails in Penn’s Forest. New York: 
Paulist Press. 1936. The theme of these semipopular and illus- 
trated essays is the activities of the Jesuits in Pennsylvania from 
1741 to date; done from printed sources and secondary works.

A Sketch 
of Catholic Activities in the State, 1541-1937, Nashville: Ambrose 
Printing Company. 1937. A popular brochure that gives the only 
consecutive outline in print of Catholicism in Tennessee from 
colonial times to the present. 


Flynn, Joseph M. The Catholic Church in New Jersey. Morristown: 
The Author. 1904. A popular book containing a large body of 
data arranged by parishes; now superseded by Yeager (No. 406) 
for the years 1853-1872. 


Garraghan, Gilbert J., S.J. Catholic Beginnings in Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. Chicago: Loyola University Press. 1920. A brief docu- 
mented treatment which concentrates on the period from the 
1820's to 1848; lacking an index. 


——— Chapters in Frontier History. Research Studies in the Making 
of the West. Milwaukee: Bruce Publishing Company. 1934. These 
nine brief essays are well described in the subtitle; like all the 
works of this historian, they are well done.

Semi- 
popular in nature, this work is especially full for the colonial 
period, although now superseded by more recent research, e.g., 
Englehardt, Geiger, Tibesar (Nos. 121, 133, 297), etc.; the au- 
thor, a priest professor in St. Mary’s College, San Francisco, gives 
thanks for use of the Bancroft Library, “the best by far in 
California for works on the ancient history of Mexico and the 
Pacific Coast” (p. viii).

A mono- 
graph that embodies a good number of documents — many in 
extenso —on one of the worst cases of rebellious lay trustees in 
American Catholic history.

A popular account that 
traces the story from the earliest Spanish explorers in the region 
to date; now superseded by Bolton (No. 261) for the Escalante 
expedition. 


The History of Fifty Years, 
1868-1918. Columbus: Chancery Office. 1918. A popular chroni- 
cle done on a parish basis by the fourth Bishop of Columbus; 
no references to sources, bibliography, or index.

Popular 
sketches and notes on priests, religious, and parishes; appendix 
carries a translation of the diary of Christian Hoecken, S.J. 
(1808-1851), a Belgian-born missionary who labored among the 
Potawatomi Indians from 1838 to 1847. 


Kirlin, Joseph L. J. Catholicity in Philadelphia. Philadelphia: John 
J. McVey. 1909. A large semipopular work based on printed 
sources; lists of priests ordained for the Archdiocese of Philadel- 
phia from 1832 to date; in lieu of a more scientific and up-to- 
date treatment, it is still useful; now superseded by Nolan (No.

A work of solid scholarship that 
treats the story from the founding of Detroit to the advent of 
John S. Foley (1833-1918), the fourth bishop to govern the 
See of Detroit; awarded the John Gilmary Shea Prize of the 
American Catholic Historical Association in 1951. 


Purcell, William P. Catholic Pittsburgh's One Hundred Years. 
Chicago: Loyola University Press. 1943. A series of eighteen 
popular essays by various authors written in commemoration of 
the establishment of the Diocese of Pittsburgh in August, 1843; 
not however, a history of the diocese. 


Reardon, James Michael. The Catholic Church in the Diocese of 
St. Paul. St. Paul: North Central Publishing Company. 1952. 
Intended as a commemoration of the diocesan centennial (July 
19, 1850), this large volume treats the subject under the heading

Well described 
in the subtitle, this old work has value for the last third of 
the volume where the author, a missionary priest and bishop 
for nearly forty years (1859-1898) in the Southwest, knew at 
firsthand many of the events and persons described.

B. Parish Histories: 


Among the 16,552 parishes (May, 1958) of the Catholic Church in 
the United States several hundred have issued publications to com- 
memorate their jubilees. Only a very small portion of these numerous 
books and brochures, however, have made any contribution to history 
in the true sense. More frequently than not they have been hurried 
compilations containing pictures, lists of the pastors, teachers in the 
parish school, and the names of parishioners who became priests and 
religious. No effort has been made, therefore, to include them here. The 
following list represents only a small selection of some of the better 
works in this category.

This volume tells the story of Catholicism in 
Atlanta, Georgia, since the 1840’s with excellent contemporary 
photographs; scarcity of parochial records is made up in part 
by close coverage of the secular press such as the old Atlanta 
Daily New Era and the Atlanta Constitution.

Academy of California Church History. 1950. An annotated 
chronicle of the Mission of San Carlos Borromeo founded by 
Junipero Serra at Carmel in June, 1770, down to 1819. 


Davis, William L., S.J. A History of St. Ignatius Mission. An Outpost 
of Catholic Culture on the Montana Frontier. Spokane: Gonzaga 
University. 1954. A scholarly treatment for the centennial of a 
mission established by Pierre-Jean De Smet, S.J. (1801-1873), 
northwest of Missoula, Montana; useful for the Indian mission 
history of the area. 


Doll, Louis William. The History of Saint Thomas Parish, Ann 
Arbor. Ann Arbor: Ann Arbor Press. 1941. A superior type of 
study on a Michigan parish that began in 1840 as an indirect 
result of the Michigan Central Railroad.

New Orleans: St. Patrick’s Parish. 1958. An attractively illus- 
trated work by twelve different authors whose popular essays 
manage to weave a good deal of the history of the city into 
the story of St. Patrick’s 125 years.

A co-operative 
work of eight essays by different authors on the old French 
settlement founded in 1699 and its Holy Family Parish.

Corning: St. Mary’s Church, 1948. A first-class centennial story 
of a northern New York parish.

A 
centennial volume on the cathedral parish of the Archdiocese of 
Washington that combines accuracy of facts with a well-written 
narrative, splendid illustrations, and an attractive format; many 
names of national prominence appear in its pages.

1888. Popular illustrated sketches of the bishops with a brief 
account of their dioceses; appeared serially but is now outdated 
and of no scientific value. 


Boston: Bruce 
Humphries, Inc. 1947. A popular filiopietistic work; for a detailed 
criticism and correction of errors cf. American Ecclesiastical 
Review, CXIX (September, 1948), 231-237.

An English translation of the 
documents in Aimé-Martin (No. 296) that pertain to America. 


Lockwood, Francis C. With Padre Kino on the Trail. Tucson: Uni- 
versity of Arizona. 1934, A popular work superseded by Bolton 
(No. 262). 


Maynard, Theodore. The Long Road of Father Serra, New York: 
Appleton-Century-Crofts, Inc. 1954. A readable book, although 
not one of the author’s most successful popular biographies; in 

an effort to fill in the background and to make up for scarcity 
of published sources Serra is too often lost to view. 


Morison, Samuel Eliot. Admiral of the Ocean Sea. 2 vols. Boston: 
Little, Brown & Company. 1942. The definitive life of Christopher 
Columbus; a work of superb scholarship. 


Phelan, Thomas P. Thomas Dongan, Colonial Governor of New 
York, 1683-1688. New York: P. J. Kenedy & Sons. 1933. A 
popular work that adds nothing to Kennedy (No. 278). 


Piette, Charles J.-G. Maximim, O.F.M. Evocation de Juntpero Serra. 
Fondateur de la Californie. Washington: Academy of American 
Franciscan History. 1946. This carefully documented work assem- 
bles a good deal of material that will be useful for the future 
biographers of Serra.

Washington: Catholic University 
of America Press. 1922. A slender book done as a Ph.D. thesis 
on the life of one of Maryland’s founders who remained in the 
colony until 1659.

New York: United States Catholic Historical 
Society. 1944. This slender volume is in the nature of a popular 
appreciation and tribute rather than a critical study of Meehan’s 
literary work and his efforts in behalf of American Catholic 
history.

A. C. McClurg and Company. 1894. Memoirs of a ranking Ameri- 
can artist of the past century. 


Herbermann, Charles George. Diary of a Visit to the United States 
of America in the Year 1883 by Charles Lord Russell of Killowen, 
Late Lord Chief Justice of England. New York: United States 
Catholic Historical Society. 1910. The diary runs from August 
14 to October 13, 1883, and is of interest for glimpses of American 
Catholicism as seen through the eyes of this foreign visitor.

1942. A Ph.D. thesis on the North Carolina-born politician who 
became Governor of Oregon Territory (1848) and was converted 
to Catholicism in 1867. 


Kervick, Francis W. Patrick Charles Keely. Architect. A Record of 
His Life and Work. South Bend, Indiana: The Author. 1953. 
An illustrated brochure (70 pages) which reprints about a dozen 
of Keely’s letters and gives a partial list of the cathedrals, parish 
churches, and other religious buildings which he designed; use- 
ful in lieu of a full-length study on the leading Catholic architect 
of the past century.

Contains 308 letters and notes of Tabb along with twenty-four 
letters written to him of which only fifty were previously pub- 
lished; they run in time from May, 1873, the year after his 
conversion to Catholicism, to his death in 1909.

The English translation of a French work 
which added fuel to the fire of the Americanism controversy;

This compilation by a warm 
admirer contains a biographical sketch, the text of McGlynn’s

1918. A slender Ph.D. thesis that makes some use of archival 
material, but is inadequate as a biography of Cincinnati’s first 


archbishop. 


McEniry, Sister Blanche Marie. Woman of Decision. The Life of 
Mother Mary Xavier Mehegan, Foundress of the Sisters of Char- 
ity of Saint Elizabeth. New York: McMullen Books. 1953. A 
brief biography on a religious whose life (1825-1915) spanned 
the growth of her congregation. 


McGloin, John B., S.J. Eloquent Indian. The Life of James Bouchard, 
California Jesuit. Stanford: Standford University Press. 1949. 
Originally a Ph.D. thesis, this scholarly work makes good use 
of archival materials. 


McGovern, James J. The Life and Letters of Eliza Allen Starr. 
Chicago: Lakeside Press. 1905. The story of a literary figure who 
became a Catholic in 1854; good for the correspondence carried 
in the text. 


——— The Life and Writings of the Right Reverend John McMul- 
len, First Bishop of Davenport, Iowa. Chicago: Hoffmann Broth- 
ers. 1888. Although falling short of modern standards of biog- 
raphy in some particulars, this work has value for the numerous 
letters carried in the text.

Archbishop of St. Paul who was one of the key figures in 
American Catholicism in the late nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries; makes good use of the Ireland Papers, but has a 
rather strong bias in favor of the subject. 


Pahorezki, Sister M. Sevina. The Social and Political Activities of 
William James Onahan. Washington: Catholic University of 
America Press. 1942. A Ph.D. thesis in sociology on a Chicago 
layman who played a prominent role in the colonization move- 
ment, the Catholic lay congresses of these years, and in the 
Catholic participation in the Columbian Exposition of 1893. 


Powderly, Terence V. Thirty Years of Labor, 1859 to 1889. Colum- 
bus: Excelsior Publishing House. 1890, The memoirs of a Catholic 
labor leader who later left the Church; Powderly was Grand 
Masterworkman of the Knights of Labor. 


Richards, J. Havens, S.J. A Loyal Life. A Biography of Henry Liv- 
ingston Richards. St. Louis: B. Herder Book Company. 1913. 
The story of a convert from the Protestant ministry who became 
prominent in Boston Catholic circles after his conversion in 
1852; written by his son.

P. J. Kenedy & Sons. 1913. The only biography of a convert 
who was received into the Church by John Henry Newman in 
April, 1872, although it is entirely lacking in critical approach.

(James Kent Stone). New York: G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 1926. The 
best life of the Episcopalian minister and educator (president 
of Hobart College) who became a Catholic in 1869 and later 
won fame as a Passionist missionary. 


Notre 
Dame: Ave Maria Press. 1920. In part a spiritual autobiography 
of a prominent convert and a series of letters and reports on 
missionary experiences in Latin America. 


Synon, Mary. Mother Emily of Sinsinawa. American Pioneer. 
Milwaukee; Bruce Publishing Company. 1955. An informative 
semipopular life of the Irish-born woman who led the Dominican 
Sisters of Sinsinawa from 1867 to 1909; historians will be espe- 
cially interested in Mother Emily’s experiences in an [Illinois 
coal mining community and in the school controversy of the 
1890's. 


Trudel, Marcel. Chiniquy. 2nd ed. Trois Riviéres: Editions du Bien 
Public. 1955. A thoroughly documented life of the priest (1809- 
1899) who apostatized in the Diocese of Chicago in the 1850's 
and created a minor schism; Chiniquy was active for nearly 
a half century against the Catholic Church in the United States 
and his native Canada; for his writings cf. Nos. 717, 718. 


Walworth, Clarence A. Reminiscences of Edgar P. Wadhams, First 
Bishop of Ogdensburg.

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VI. RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES 


No student of American Catholicism needs to be reminded of the 
role played by the religious orders and congregations in the history 
of the Church in this country. The religious — now numbering, accord- 
ing to the current Catholic Directory, nearly 20,000 priests, almost 10,000 
brothers, and approximately 165,000 sisters — have figured in practically 
every important undertaking of the Church since the days of the 
colonial missions. Varying greatly in dates of foundation, numbers, and 
the character of their special work, some of these communities have 
either already reached or are now approaching their sesquicentennial 
in the United States. Their history is, then, a vital part of the American 
Catholic story. Unfortunately, however, there have been to date rela- 
tively few volumes in the history of the religious communities that have 
fully met the canons of true scholarship. This is accountable in the main 
by several major causes: first, the task is often committed to a writer 
with no historical training; second, either the individual writer, or his 
or her superiors, suffer from a scruple concerning the revelation of un- 
toward incidents in the community’s past; third, the reverse of the 
previous handicap, permits a mistaken piety toward the Church or 
loyalty to one’s community to dictate that deeds of ordinary character 
shall be portrayed in an exaggerated light. Recent years, however, have 
witnessed an improvement in this regard in some works in this category. 
To mention only two, the volumes by Barry and Callahan (Nos. 537, 
573) listed below are examples of an admirably mature and sensible 
approach to the unpleasant occurrences that have at one time or another 
beset the history of every religious community. In drawing up the fol- 
lowing list two norms of selection have been used: first, an effort has 
been made to represent the older and larger religious families within 
the American Church; second, to include some of the better types of 
literature in this particular field. It should be emphasized, however, that 
the list contains only a select sampling and is by no means intended 
to be complete.

These large volumes contain a 
vast amount of information, although they are poorly written 
and edited; two volumes are devoted to a narrative of the 
years 1580 to 1773; the other two to documents covering the 
period from 1605 to 1838.

A popular and illustrated treatment of the first 
native American group of priests founded (1911) for the foreign 
missions. 


O’Daniel, Victor F., O.P. The Dominican Province of Saint Joseph. 
Historico-Biographical Studies. New York: National Headquarters 
of the Holy Name Society. 1942. Mostly biographical in charac- 
ter, these twenty-four essays represent in part summaries of the 
authors previous biographies of American Dominicans along 
with some new subjects; excellent control of the sources, al- 
though the value of the work is lessened by an uncritical attitude 
toward all that pertains to the order. 


——— Dominicans in Early Florida. New York: United States 
Catholic Historical Society. 1930. Brief biographical sketches 
of twenty or more friars of the early Spanish period. 


Parkman, Francis. The Jesuits in North America in the Seventeenth

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VII, EDUCATION 


Attention is called to the fact that the list of books under this heading 
is in no sense intended to be complete; it is meant merely to suggest 
some of the better works done in one of the most neglected areas of 
American Catholic history. In regard to the fairly numerous available 
items commemorating various anniversaries of institutions or of teaching 
communities, several in recent years have shown a marked improvement 
over the purely external and pietistic accounts which have in the past 
too often characterized these illustrated chronicles. Were it not for 
published doctoral theses, however, the scientific literature in this field 
would be barren, indeed; and, as is to be expected, a number of the 
latter listed below are not free from the immaturity that is so frequently 
found in this category of published research. In addition to the following 
works on educational history it is suggested that the student consult 
certain items listed under “Men’s Communities,” e.g., Angelus Gabriel, 
Barry, and Beckman (Nos. 536, 537, 538).

A brochure that seeks to explain the respective rights to educate 
of parents, Church, and State; this work set off an acrimonious 
discussion among American Catholics in the 1890’s on the State’s 
relation to education.

1922. A popular account of the leading society for support of 
the home missions of the American Church told by the man 
who founded it in 1905. 


Latourette, Kenneth Scott. The Great Century, A.D. 1800-A.D. 


1914. New York: Harper & Brothers. 1941. Almost two-thirds 
of this able survey by an outstanding Protestant historian is 
devoted to Christianity’s expansion in the United States with 
special reference to the Negroes and Indians; the fourth in a 
seven-volume work; excellent bibliography. 


Maryknoll Mission Letters. New York: Field Afar Press. 1923- 


1946. These small volumes were issued twice yearly to acquaint 
readers with the problems of American missionaries in foreign 
lands; a single volume was published for 1923 and 1927; publi- 
cation resumed only in 1942 and nine issues appeared up to 
1946 inclusive; there has been none since the latter date. 


Our Negro and Indian Missions. Washington: Commission for the

1955. This scholarly volume contains the best accounts now in 
print of the A.P.A. and first Ku Klux Klan; notable for the origi- 
nality and richness of detail with which these movements are 
given their proper setting.

A superior Ph.D. thesis that does for 
the eighteenth century what Billington (No. 716) and Higham

After 
an introductory survey of the teaching of Catholic theologians 
on the morality of slavery, this S.T.D. thesis concentrates on the 
works of the leading American Catholic theologian of the 1840’s 
and 1850's; the author concludes that Kenrick’s views, based 
largely on European traditionalists, were of little help in solving 
the problem of slavery as it existed in this country.

Based 
upon unpublished materials in both the Powderly Papers and 
ecclesiastical archives, this Ph.D. thesis is an intensive study 
that concentrates on the relations of the Church to the American 
labor movement during the critical 1880's. 


740. Cross, Robert D. The Emergence of Liberal Catholicism in America. 
Cambridge: Harvard University Press. 1958. Originally a Ph.D. 
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thesis, this able monograph shows a thorough coverage of the 
printed literature on American Catholicism from c. 1880 to c. 
1900; the interpretations and judgments are on the whole re- 
markably sound for a non-Catholic author; the final chapter 
on the Church in the twentieth century is the weakest part 
of the book. 


Donohoe, Sister Joan Marie, S.N.D. The Irish Catholic Benevolent 
Union. Washington: Catholic University of America Press. 1953. 
A Ph.D. thesis that studies the impact of this first national 
organization of English-speaking American Catholic laymen on 
the social and political life of their coreligionists from 1869 to 
1893; special emphasis is given to questions relating to the 
schools, immigration, and colonization. 


Herberg, Will. Protestant-Catholic-Jew: An Essay in American Re- 
ligious Sociology. Garden City: Doubleday Company. 1955. A 
penetrating analysis of religious thought in twentieth-century 
United States; offers many original insights. 


Macdonald, Fergus. The Catholic Church and the Secret Societies 
in the United States. New York: United States Catholic Histori- 
cal Society. 1946. A careful A.M. thesis that carries the story 
down to the end of the nineteenth century; based upon archival 
sources. 


McColgan, Daniel T. A Century of Charity. The First One Hundred 
Years of the Society of St. Vincent de Paul in the United States. 
2 vols. Milwaukee: Bruce Publishing Company. 1951. One of the 
few works of a thorough character in the history of organized 
charity among the American Catholics. 


Nuesse, Celestine J. The Social Thought of American Catholics, 
1634-1829, Washington: Catholic University of America Press. 
1945. A superior Ph.D. thesis in sociology; one of the few com- 
petent monographs in the field of American Catholic intellectual 
history. 


O’Grady, John. Catholic Charities in the United States. History and 
Problems. Washington: National Conference of Catholic Chari- 
ties. 1930. A semipopular work with bibliography and index; 
now somewhat out of date, but the only general treatment of 
the subject. 


Underwood, Kenneth Wilson. Protestants and Catholics. Religious 
and Social Interaction in an Industrial Community. Boston: 
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Beacon Press. 1957. A doctoral thesis of the Yale Divinity 
School; although not professedly a work of history, it has value 
for historians as an objective analysis of twentieth-century fric- 
tion between Protestants and Catholics in the city of Holyoke, 
Massachusetts. 


748. Ward, Leo R., C.S.C. The American Apostolate, American Catholics 


in the Twentieth Century. Westminster: Newman Press. 1952. 
A symposium of eighteen essays of a popular or semipopular 
nature by as many authors on a wide variety of subjects, in- 
cluding social action, the press, the liturgy, organized charity, 
rural life, art, apologetic methods, and the N.C.W.C.

Although somewhat fragmentary, these ten brief 
essays — based upon printed sources — present a cross section 
of opinion and action which reveals the Catholic antipathy to- 
ward abolition and the attitudes of both northern and southern 
Catholics toward the slavery issue and the war.

The Author. 1949. A handy brochure containing four brief essays 
based largely on secondary sources. 


Feiertag, Sister Loretta Clare. American Public Opinion on the 


Diplomatic Relations between the United States and the Papal 
States, 1847-1867. Washington: Catholic University of America 
Press. 1933. A Ph.D. thesis based upon a study of the diplomatic 
documents published by Stock (No. 759) and the contemporary 
newspapers. 


Griffin, Joseph A. The Contribution of Belgium to the Catholic 


Church in America, 1523-1857. Washington: Catholic University 
of America Press. 1932. The first three chapters of this Ph.D. 
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thesis deal with Belgian missionaries during the colonial period; 
the story is brought down to the founding of the American 
College at Louvain. 


Lallou, William J. The Fifty Years of the Apostolic Delegation, 
Washington, D.C., 1893-1943. Paterson: St. Anthony Guild Press. 
1943. A chronicle on the Apostolic Delegation with some bio- 
graphical data on the first six delegates. 


Laurent, Laval, O.F.M. Québec et [Eglise aux Etats-Unis sous 
Mer. Briand et Mgr. Plessis. Washington: Catholic University of 
America Press. 1945. An S.T.D. thesis on American-Canadian 
Catholic relations during the administrations of Joseph-Olivier 
Briand (1766-1786) and Joseph-Octave Plessis (1808-1825) in 
the See of Quebec; makes generous use of manuscript sources 
in the Quebec archives. 


McEniry, Sister Blanche Marie. American Catholics in the War with 
Mexico. Washington: Catholic University of America Press. 1937. 
A Ph.D. thesis that includes a chapter on the controverted case 
of the San Patricio Battalian; based for the most part on printed 
sources. 


Rice, Madeleine Hooke. American Catholic Opinion in the Slavery 
Controversy. New York: Columbia University Press. 1944. By 
a careful coverage of available sources — mostly in print — and 
a judicious and well-balanced interpretation, this Ph.D. thesis 
gives about as satisfactory a general account of the subject as 
we shall have until more archival sources are brought to light. 


Stock, Leo Francis. Consular Relations between the United States 
and the Papal States, 1797-1870. Washington: American Catholic 
Historical Association. 1945. 


——— United States Ministers to the Papal States. Instructions and 
Despatches, 1848-1868. Washington: American Catholic Histori- 
cal Association. 1933. These two carefully edited volumes of 
documents from the archives of the Department of State provide 
an ample coverage of official American-papal relations; each 
volume carries a lengthy and informative introduction. 


Williams, Michael. American Catholics in the War. New York: 
Macmillan Company. 1921. A rather superficial account of the 
contribution made to the national emergency of World War I 
by the National Catholic War Council; introductory chapters 
on the role of American Catholics in the history of the nation. 
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Ellis, John Tracy. Catholics in Colonial America. Washington: 
American Ecclesiastical Review. 1957. A brief but up-to-date 
and documented survey of the Catholics in the American 
colonies of Spain, France, and England that were later to become 
the United States. 


Healey, Robert C. A Catholic Book Chronicle. The Story of P. J. 
Kenedy and Sons, 1826-1951. New York: P. J. Kenedy & Sons. 
1951. A popular brochure on the first 125 years of the oldest 
Catholic publishing firm in the United States. 


Klein, Félix. Americanism: A Phantom Heresy. Atchison, Kansas: 
Aquin Book Shop. 1951. An English translation of Volume IV 
of the memoirs of one of the principals in the controversy over 
an alleged heresy in the Church of the United States; contains 
a foreword by James M. Gillis, C.S.P., the introduction of John 
Ireland to Walter Elliott’s Life of Father Hecker (New York, 
1891), and appendices (pp. 271-337) which reprint pertinent 
articles and documents on the controversy. 


Mannix, Edward J. The American Convert Movement. New York: 
Devin-Adair Company. 1923. A popular work that is more of 
an effort at psychological analysis of the conversion to Catholi- 
cism of a group of prominent Americans between 1800 and 1920 
than it is a history; appendices contain lists of autobiographies 
and dictionaries of American converts; not a scientific work. 


McAvoy, Thomas T., C.S.C. The Great Crisis in American Catholic 
History, 1895-1900. Chicago: Henry Regnery Company. 1957. 
The most scholarly work to date on the Americanism controversy; 
awarded the John Gilmary Shea Prize of the American Catholic 
Historical Association in 1957. 


Micek, Adam A. The Apologetics of Martin John Spalding. Wash- 
ington: Catholic University of America Press. 1951. An S.T.D. 
thesis that deals with one of the leading Catholic apologists of 
the nineteenth century who became Coadjutor Bishop of Louis- 
ville in 1848 and died in 1872 as seventh Archbishop of Baltimore. 


Phelan, Thomas P. Catholics in Colonial Days. New York: P. J. 
Kenedy & Sons. 1935. Of no scientific value; based in part on 
dubious sources and including questionable interpretations and 
unverifiable claims; superseded by Ellis (No. 761). 
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768. Reilly, John T. Collections and Recollections in the Life and Times 
of Cardinal Gibbons. 10 vols. in 7. Martinsburg, West Virginia 
and McSherrystown, Pennsylvania: The Author. 1890-1904. In 
spite of its title, this odd assortment of newspaper clippings, 
magazine articles, and correspondence on a wide variety of 
topics — often not even remotely relating to Gibbons — scarcely 
belongs to biographical writings; yet these bulky volumes com- 
piled by a nonprofessional contain a considerable amount of 
material not easily found elsewhere; the editing shows little or 
no order or systematic arrangement. 
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IX. PERIODICALS 


Of the twenty-six periodicals listed below only thirteen are strictly 
historical in character, and of these eight have long since ceased publica- 
tion. These figures tell their own story concerning the fate of historical 
journals among American Catholics. In addition to those listed, atten- 
tion is called to the periodicals published by various state historical 
societies wherein material may often be found that is useful to American 
Catholic history. In this sense the student will also wish to consult the 
leading journals of a wider scope such as the American Historical Re- 
view, the Hispanic American Historical Review, and the Mississippi 
Valley Historical Review. 


771. Acta et Dicta. St. Paul, July, 1907-July, 1910; July, 1915-July, 1918; 
October, 1933-October, 1935. An annual volume dealing with the 
history of the Church in the Province of St. Paul; discontinued 
after 1935. 


772. American Catholic Historical Researches, Philadelphia, 1884-1913. 
This publication began originally under the editorship of Andrew 
A. Lambing (1842-1918) and continued through the issue of 
April, 1884, as Historical Researches in Western Pennsylvania, 
serving as an organ of the Ohio Valley Catholic Historical Soci- 
ety; in July, 1885, the name changed to Catholic Historical Re- 
searches which continued through the issue of October, 1886; 
with the January, 1887, number it came under the editorship 
of Martin I. J. Griffin (1842-1911) and remained a more or less 
private enterprise until his death; a new series was begun in 
1905, and in 1913 the publication was merged with the Records 
(No. 790); a general index published in 1916 covers Volumes 
I-XXIX (July, 1884-July, 1912); chiefly of value for the re- 
printing of documents not easily found elsewhere; unsystematic 
in its earlier years, and throughout materials on the Church in 
Pennsylvania predominate. 


773. American Catholic Quarterly Review, Philadelphia, 1876-1924. 
Earlier volumes have importance for articles by prominent Catho- 
lics which are now primary sources on these men, e.g., James 
A. Corcoran (1820-1889), the editor and a leading theologian; 
Patrick N. Lynch (1817-1882), third Bishop of Charleston; John

Gilmary Shea (1824-1892), the church historian, etc.; articles 
are popular or semipopular in character and on a variety of 
subjects; valuable for the lines of American Catholic thought 
on current questions; it came to an end with Volume XLIX 
(April, 1924); there is a general index for Volumes I-XXV 
(January, 1876-October, 1900). 


American Ecclesiastical Review, Philadelphia, 1889-1944; Washing- 
ton, 1944 ff. A monthly journal for the clergy, containing some 
historical articles, reprints of papal documents, and discussion 
of theological questions; two volumes per year and now in its 
140th volume; principally of use to historians as a medium for 
tracing theological thought among American Catholic writers; 
general indices published for Volumes I-C (1889-1931), and 
Volumes CI-CXXX (1939-1954). 


Americas, Washington, 1944—. This scholarly quarterly of the 
Academy of American Franciscan History is devoted to the 
history of the western hemisphere; of value to historians of 
American Catholicism for occasional articles, documents, and 
reviews on the colonial history of the Spanish borderlands; now 
in its fifteenth volume. 


Ave Maria, Notre Dame, 1865 —. A popular weekly magazine (now 
biweekly) of use for the history of devotional practices among 
American Catholics and for occasional historical contributions 
embodying materials from the manuscript collections of the 
University of Notre Dame. 


Brownson’s Quarterly, New York, 1844-1875. This journal — sus- 
pended during 1865-1872 — is especially good for the literature on 
controversial questions then before the American Catholic com- 
munity; of prime importance for Orestes Brownson (1803-1876), 
the editor, who often wrote most of a single issue. 


Catholic Historical Review, Washington, 1915 —. The first six vol- 
umes of this quarterly were devoted exclusively to the history 
of the Church in the United States (1915-1920), thereafter to 
the universal Church; a general index covering Volumes J-XX 
(1915-1935), compiled by Harold J. Bolton, was published in 
1938: the Review, now in its forty-fifth volume, is the best 
historical journal published under American Catholic auspices. 


Catholic University Bulletin, Washington, 1895-1928. In its early 
years this quarterly contained many learned articles on various 
subjects; good for the historian of intellectual trends among

American Catholics; absorbed in April, 1898, by the Catholic 
University Chronicle and continued to 1928 in thirty-four vol- 
umes; a general index published for Volumes I—XIII (1895-1907); 
resumed publication in November, 1932, but in an entirely 
altered form as a magazine of general circulation to acquaint 
readers with developments at the Catholic University of America. 


Catholic World, New York, 1865. The first volume of this monthly 
magazine appeared in April, 1865, with the convert John R. G. 
Hassard (1836-1888) as editor and under the general super- 
vision of Isaac T. Hecker, C.S.P. (1819-1888), founder of the 
Paulist Fathers; earlier volumes are especially useful to his- 
torians for contributions of leading American Catholics and for 
the thought patterns of the period. 


Globe Review, Philadelphia, October, 1889-Winter, 1905. This 
lively magazine, edited by a convert, William Henry Thorne 
(1839-1907 ), appeared ordinarily about four times a year through 
its fourteen volumes; Thorne was violently hostile to the so- 
called liberals and Americanists among the Catholics of the 
late nineteenth century. 


Historical Bulletin, St. Louis: 1922 —. A quarterly for teachers and 
students of history edited by the Jesuits of St. Louis University; 
contained brief revisionist articles from time to time and annual 
listing of publications in American Catholic history; absorbed by 
Manuscripta in February, 1957, in its thirty-fifth volume. 


Historical Records and Studies, New York, 1899 —. An annual vol- 
ume published by the United States Catholic Historical Society; 
contents both popular and scholarly, and in recent years has 
contained some good research articles; an index for Volumes 
I-X (January, 1899-January, 1917) appears in the issue of 
December, 1917 (XI, 141-171). 


Homiletic and Pastoral Review, New York, 1899 —. A monthly maga- 
zine intended principally for the clergy; of use to historians as 
indicating trends in theological controversies; name changed from 
Homiletic Monthly and Catechist in the issue of October, 1920; 
now in its fifty-eighth volume. 


Illinois Catholic Historical Review, Chicago, 1918-1929. In this 
quarterly articles and source materials on the colonial era pre- 
dominated with emphasis on the Middle West; the journal passed 
into the hands of Loyola University, Chicago, with the issue of 
July, 1929, and was renamed Mid-America (No. 788).

Iowa Catholic Historical Review, Dubuque, 1930-1936. Nine issues 
of this slender publication appeared at irregular intervals be- 
tween January, 1930, and February, 1936; suspended since 
that date. 


Maine Catholic Historical Magazine, Waterville, 1913-1916. This 
publication containing for the most part popular articles, began 
as a monthly and continued as such up to July, 1916, when it 
became a quarterly; ceased publication soon thereafter. 


Mid-America, Chicago, 1929—. A quarterly published at Loyola 
University and devoted principally to the Middle West; of 
recent years considerable space has been given to articles in 
secular history with relatively little on the history of the Church. 


New York Review. A Journal of the Ancient Faith and Modern 
Thought, New York, 1905-1908. Edited at St. Joseph’s Seminary, 
Dunwoodie, this quarterly was one of the most learned reviews 
ever undertaken under American Catholic auspices; of interest 
to historians for the handling of current theological questions; 
suspended with the issue of July, 1908, and generally regarded 
as one of the casualties of the Modernist movement. 


Records of the American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia, 
Philadelphia, 1887 —. The earlier issues of this quarterly contain 
many worthwhile articles and are especially valuable for the 
publication of source materials; a general index published for 
Volumes I-XXXI covering the years 1886-1920; recent issues 
have been more popular in nature and restricted more closely 


to Philadelphia Catholic history. 


Review of Politics, Notre Dame, 1939—. Although the principal 
concern of this able quarterly is political science, it carries from 
time to time articles and reviews of value to historians of the 
American Church; now in its twentieth volume. 


Sacred Heart Review, East Cambridge, Massachusetts, 1888-1918. 
A weekly founded and edited by John O’Brien (1838-1917), 
pastor of Sacred Heart Church; attracted some leading con- 
tributors and was vigorous and forthright in style; for many 
years it was one of the most widely read and frequently quoted 
Catholic organs in the country. 


St. Louis Catholic Historical Review, St. Louis: 1918-1923. This 
quarterly. was a valuable medium for the publication of important 
source materials; discontinued after the issue of July, 1923. 
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794. Social Justice Review, St. Louis, 1908 —. This monthly magazine, 
first called Central-Blatt and Social Justice, is the official organ 
of the Catholic Central Verein and is of value for indicating 
the social thought of American Catholics of German extraction; 
now in its fifty-first volume. 


795. Theological Studies, Woodstock, 1940 —. A learned quarterly edited 
as a co-operative enterprise by the Jesuit theological faculties 
of the United States; excellent for American Catholic theological 
opinion as well as for occasional articles and reviews in the 


history of the Church of this country. 


796. United States Catholic Historical Magazine, New York, 1887-1892. 
The official quarterly of the United States Catholic Historical 
Society of New York until the death of John Gilmary Shea 
in 1892; contained notes, brief and uncritical articles; chiefly of 
value for the documents printed; each volume had its own 
index; lapsed after Volume IV and succeeded in 1899 by the 
society's Historical Records and Studies (No. 783). 
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X. HISTORICAL SOCIETIES 


799. Academy of American Franciscan History, founded in April, 1944. 
at Washington by the provinces of the Friars Minor in the 
United States. Official organ is The Americas (No. 775), a 
quarterly that began publication in July, 1944. Besides the publi- 
cation of monographs and collections of documents in the Fran- 
ciscan history of the western hemisphere, the academy bestows 
each year the Serra Award upon a scholar distinguished for his 
contribution to the history of the hemisphere, especially in its 
religious aspects. 


800. American Catholic Historical Association, founded in December, 
1919, at Cleveland by Peter Guilday et al. Official organ is the 
Catholic Historical Review (No. 778). The association holds an 
annual three-day meeting in Christmas week of each year at 
the same time and place as the annual meetings of the American 
Historical Association and other national historical societies. Be- 
sides the quarterly journal, the association has published three 
volumes of papers read at annual meetings, two volumes of 
documents (Nos. 758, 759), and is at present sponsoring the 
collection and editing of the papers of John Carroll (1735-1815), 
first Archbishop of Baltimore, as a project affiliated with the 
National Historical Publications Commission. In 1944 the Associ- 
ation instituted the annual John Gilmary Shea Prize of $200 for a 
volume either in the history of the Catholic Church or one 
written by a Catholic scholar, awarded in those years when 
the committee feels a work worthy of the prize has been 


published. 


801. American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia, founded in 
July, 1884. The chief publication has been the Records (No. 
790), issued quarterly. The society holds meetings at regular 
intervals at its Philadelphia headquarters, 715 Spruce Street; 
the extensive newspaper collection, archives, and library of the 
society are housed at St. Charles Seminary, Philadelphia 31. 


802. Catholic Historical Society of Indiana, founded in October, 1926, 
at Indianapolis. Only one small Bulletin published to date; the 
society has remained largely inactive.

Catholic Historical Society of St. Louis, founded in February, 1917, 
at St. Louis. Published the St. Louis Catholic Historical Review 
(No. 793) from October, 1918, to July, 1923, when the society’s 
activities ended. 


Catholic Historical Society of St. Paul, founded in April, 1905, at 
St. Paul. Published an annual volume entitled Acta et Dicta 
(No. 771) between 1907-1918 with a gap for 1911-1914; the 
society was dormant from 1918 to 1933, was then reorganized 
and the Acta et Dicta revived, but it again became inactive 
after 1935. 


Catholic Historical Society of Wisconsin, founded in April, 1959, 
at Ashland is the most recent of these local Catholic groups. 


Illinois Catholic Historical Society, founded in February, 1918, 
at Chicago. Published a quarterly journal, the Illinois Catholic 
Historical Review (No. 785) from 1918 to 1929 after which 
the society ceased to function. 


Iowa Catholic Historical Society, founded in March, 1928, at 
Dubuque. Its first publication, Collections (Dubuque, 1929), 
written by Mathias M. Hoffmann and entitled The Catholic 
Sponsors of Iowa of which there were two numbers. In 1930 
the first issue of the Iowa Catholic Historical Review appeared 
and continued at irregular intervals until 1936 when it ceased 
publication. 


Kansas Catholic Historical Society, founded in 1930 at Atchison. 
Headquarters of the society at St. Benedict’s College where a 
collection of materials for Kansas Catholic history was assem- 
bled; no publications to date; for a general description of the 
society's collections cf. Beckman (No. 103), p. 158. 


Long Island Catholic Historical Society, founded in February, 1892, 
by Marc F. Vallette and George E. O'Hara. In 1894 the name 
was changed to the Brooklyn Catholic Historical Society which 
published one volume of Records in 1901; the society failed to 
meet after that date. 


Maine Catholic Historical Society, founded in 1913 at Portland. 
Published the Maine Catholic Historical Magazine (No. 787) 
first as a monthly and later as a quarterly; discontinued entirely 
c. 1929. 


New England Catholic Historical Society, founded in June, 1900, 
at Boston, by William Byrne. Eight brief brochures under the 
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title of Publications appeared up to 1908 after which the society 
disbanded. 


812. Ohio Valley Catholic Historical Society, founded in February, 1884, 
at Pittsburgh by Andrew A. Lambing. In July, 1884, Lambing 
began publication of the Historical Researches in Western Penn- 
sylvania under the society’s auspices; for the sequel to this 
publication cf. American Catholic Historical Researches (No. 
772). The activities of this group in recent years have been 
carried on under the name of the Catholic Historical Society of 
Western Pennsylvania. 


813. Texas Catholic Historical Society, founded in 1926 at Austin by 
Paul J. Foik, C.S.C. Established as an auxiliary to the Texas 
Knights of Columbus Historical Commission which had been 
founded in May, 1923, with headquarters at St. Edward’s Uni- 
versity; society met semiannually for many years and published 
quarterly Preliminary Studies; the commission originally set up 
to sponsor the writing of the Catholic history of Texas by 
Castafieda (No. 111). 


814. United States Catholic Historical Society, founded in December, 
1884, at New York by John Gilmary Shea e¢ al. Published 
Proceedings (1885-1887) and then the United States Catholic 
Historical Magazine (1887-1892) (No. 796); from 1893 to 1897 
the society was dormant; in 1899 it began publishing an annual 
volume, Historical Records and Studies (No. 783); since 1903 
the society has likewise published twenty-six volumes in its 
monograph series; a meeting held normally on an evening in 
November of each year. 


Note: Most of the societies listed above held quarterly, semiannual, 
or annual meetings during their active years where papers on various 
phases of the Catholic history of their respective areas were read. 
On the useful function that can be performed by groups of this kind 
cf. the views of a non-Catholic scholar, Waldo G. Leland, “Concern-
